Whether wages are sufficient'for Ike- 
support bf the laborer or not doponds, of 
course on tho cost of liviiig. in this latter 
respect mill operatives have - a great advan- 
tage over the ordinary wago laborer, whoso 
compensation,. by (bo way, ,ia rather less 
than that of, the average ;iuill hand, /i'he 
corporations build" Iht^n.ueXt'au'd.comforta- 
ble liougcs, divided iutd' tonbmoiits\'of fiyo 
or six rooms each,- tho rout of which is but 
aeveu or eight dollars a month. 
They form 


nsaociatibus for tho purchase of groceries^ 
thus obtaining ilour nnd other neccssarios. 
at the lowest rates. But their chief advan- 
tage lies iu tho employment of several mem- 
bers of tho same family, swelling tue aggre- 
gate income to a considerable niuouut. 
Iu one of tho mills iu Ibis city, the total 
weekly baruiiigs of ,a certain family, coiisist- 
ing of four-persons, before the vacation 
w.ero thirty five dollars, while in the same 
mil Iwas^l another and largor family earning 
no less than so voiity-fiye ^dollars a week. A 
very largo proportion 'of tho Fall liiver 
operatives are Lancashire people, coming 
from the very stronghold of strikes. A 
prejudice against manufacturers PB their 
natural enemies and oppressors, is bred iu 
their very bones,' and you can no riaore 
dispel it than you could drive a prepared 
hole into a granite block with a stem ham- 
mer. 
They (iro convinced beyond the 


reach of arguments that. thoy; have an in: 
alienable right to Gtriko, and that it is their 
only 
protection 
against tho 
employer. 


They follow their leaders loyally, blindly,— 
frequently striking when they nro totally 
'ignorant of tho cause,—believing

implicitly aud distrusting or

proved by them. Each class of operatives 
horo has its own organization, but in any 
important juncture liko tho prosout all act 
in conjunction through the amalgamated 
union. LiltclilT aud Soavoy, - tho leading 
spirits of dissousioa, nro really outsiders, 
nhd the union men say they have neither au- 
thority nor pay from the operatives' associa- 
tions; but it is undeniable that they, have a 
marked influence with tho unions..
